About tifty y**ars ago, however, 
the microscope threw the necessary 
light on this hitherto unexplained 
m ystery. 
Reproduction 
Briefly speaking, the reproduction 
of ferns is what Is called the alter­ 
nation of generations. 
The little 
fruit dots seen on back of fronds 
or fern leaf, are the sporangia, or 
spore cases. 
W ithin them are the 
tiny apores. 
The sporangia arc 
found in different positions and are 
of varied shapes on different kinds 
of 
ferns: 
and their arrangement 
forms a basis for classification. 
The ripened 
spore 
falling 
on 
moist giound, grows by cell divi­ 
sion and produces what is called 
a prothallium. 
This is a little flat 
green sea Ie-Uke body, which not 
in the least resembles a fern; but 
looks like a liverwort. 
This little 
prothalliuni 
developes 
tiny 
root 
hairs by which it fastens itself to 
the ground. 
On its under surface 
also, it developes the minute organs 
which answer to the stamen and 
pistil in the flowering plants. These 
are culled, respectively the antheri­ 
dia and archegonia. 
Th* antherozoid* which may be 


of it* own; and

prothallium 
having performed its mission soon 
dies. 
It requires a long and tedi­ 
ous search to find a fern prothal­ 
lium in the wild state, s s they are 
very small, and growing flat on 
the ground as they do, amongst 
liverworts and m oses are very hard 
to detect. 
The best place to see 
them is on the moist surface of 
flower pots at the florists. 
Fern leaves are called fronds, and 
have a very pretty and curious w-ay 
of unfolding. 
In their half opened 
state they resemble a crosier. The 
fern is a m oisture-loving plant, the 
nature of its foliage making m ois­ 
ture a necessity, and as also has 
been seen this condition is neces­ 
sary for propagation, aa th# fertil­ 
izing germ 
is 
only 
transm itted 
over a moist surface. 
The sporan­ 
gia or spore cases are plainly seen 
on the backs of the fronds of many 
species of ferns but. in many they 
are hidden from view by the edges 
of the frond being turned hack over 
them. 
In the coffee fern the whole 
edge of the leaflet like a hem, com ­ 
pletely covering the sporangia. 
In 
the maidenhair only certain por­ 
tions of the leaflet are turned back. 


How Nam ed 
Some fern* are named from the 
peculiar shape of the little fruit 
dote, as the shield fern. 
This is 
one of our most common species of 
large native ferns. 
The shield-like 
shape of the fruit dot ran plainly 
be seen in this fern without the 
aid of a miacroscope. 
The backs of som e ferns, besides 
hearing spores are covered with a 
fine dust of different colors, which 
makes them very attractive. 
This 
is found in two of our common 
small ferns, the beautful little gold­ 
en-back and the silver-back. 
This 
powder, which is really a wax is 
useful to the fern, in preventing a 
too rapid evaporation of moisture; 
and also in preventing the pores 
of the plant from being choked by 
too much moisture. 
When the golden-back fern grows 
mature, there is also a brown pow- 
dei to be seen on the under surface 
of the frond. 
This under the m i­ 
croscope is seen to be sporangia. 
After a fern plant becomes well e s­ 
tablished it m ay 
live for years. 
That is, th* underground stem or 
rootstock may live for years. 
The leaves of m ost of our smaller 
native species 
usually 
die 
down, 
when th# dry sum m er conies, and 
the rootstock rests until the rains 
com# again. 
W ith marvelous ra­ 
pidity the young fronds spring up 
again from the old rootstock after 
th* Aret winter rain.

pus). the lace fern and woolly hack 
species of (Cheilanthus and Notho- 
loena) rock fern (Polypodium Cal- 
fornium ), Woodwardia radicans, the 
shield fern (aspidium rlgidum) and 
the bracken (Pteris aquilina). 
The lace fern is our dantiest na­ 
tive and the woodwardia the most

The w'oodwardia is only found far

It has a luxuriant 
tropical appearance, but is really 
quite hardy and is easily grown in 
gardens if care is taken to plant 
it in a well shaded location and 
given plenty of water.

T ro p ical Ferns 
W hile ferns form but an insignifi­ 
cant portion of the vegetation in 
our latitude, in the tropics they are 
an important part and often attain 
great 
size. 
The tropic fern tree 
grows to a height of fifty feet 
or more. 
From the sum m it of the 
trunk, spread the great fronds of 
several feet in length. 
There are 
said to be nearly three thousand 
species of ferns known to botan­ 
ists. 
Kernrein speaking of the m oun­ 
tains of Jamaica, says “Here are 
some five hundred kinds of ferns. 
The level or sloping ground, rocks, 
the forest floor and decaying tree 
trunks, are all covered with ferns 
of every shape and size: there are 
groves of tree ferns, the trunks 
pf trees are Invested right up to the 
crown with delicate green fronds, 
whilst tiny representatives of the 
filmy ferns have actually taken up 
their abode on th* foliage leaves 
themselves."

PLEASURE TRAXEL 


Pleasure travel in the United States has 
entered a new era with almost every hamlet. 
city and state bidding with an intelligent 
appeal and hard cash for a share of Ameri­ 
ca's huge annual tourist trade. 
That is the summary' of drastically chang­ 
ed conditions in the nation's five billion dol­ 
lar travel industry which Don Thomas, man­ 
aging director of the All-Year club Scut hem 
California’s official tourist-attracting organ­ 
ization. brought back with him from a swing 
through the East. 
While the East is bidding more strongly 
than ever for this tourist trade Thomas says: 
“Our problem is to make Southern Califor­ 
nia so much more attractive than the other 
area« that the travel stream will not be di­ 
verted or allowed to slow down. 
“Our factor in this. I believe. is our new 
tourist information bureau. Nowhere in the 
East did I find a community prepared to care 
for the tourist as we are. It is only natural 
travelers will want to go where vacationing 
is made easy for them and in our bureau we 
have such an appeal.” 
Orange county had benefitted to a large 
extent during the last summer due to the 
establishment of this information bureau. 
All points of interest in Orange county are 
listed with the bureau and are included in 
sight seeing tours.

SHERIFF'S PROTEST JUSTIFIED 


Sheriff Logan Jackson's refusal to en­ 
danger the lives of his deputies by permitting 
use of retread tires on the department s 
automobiles is. we believe, justifiable 
Sheriff Jackson 'went before the board 
of supervisors and protested thin so-called 
economy of retreading old tires instead of 
buying new ones. 
Not only' did Sheriff Jackson file his pro­ 
test with the board but he ordered retread 
tires taken off cars in his department and 
new oms put on. 
W e fail to see w here there is any economy 
in saving a few dollars on tires once or twice 
a year by retreading when the lives of hu­ 
mans are placed in jeopardy. 
The use* of retread tires on pleasure auto­ 
mobiles that travel a! a speed within the 
limit of t.he law has proved successful and 
economical. The average pleasure car is not 
driven at the reckless speed that is necessary 
when deputies are called out on emergency 
cases. In the latter case the strain on tires 
at high speed and especially around turns is 
terrific. A tire blowing out under these con­ 
ditions probably would prove fatal in num­ 
erous instances. 
The use of retread tiles on school busses 
is not tolerated by the state highway patrol 
and the practice has been stopped. 
Last week boards of education throughout 
the county received copies of a resolution 
passed by the Fourth District Congress of 
Parents and Teachers, urging that no retread 
tires be used upon school busses, for reasons 
of safety. 
There should be no doubt in the minds of 
the board of superv isors as to what action to 
take on the protest filed by Sheriff Jackson.
